h been the wiſdom of the Church of Eng- 
Toy ever fincethe firſt compiling of Her Pub- 
lick Liturgy, to keep the mean between the 
two extreams, of too much {tiffneſs in refu- 
ſing, and of too much eaſineſs 1n admitting any 
variation from it. For as on the one fide common 
experience ſheweth, that where a change hath been 
made of things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no evident 
neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconyeniences have 
thereupon enſued ; and thoſe many times more 
greater then the evils that were 1nt ended to be re- 
medied by ſuch change : So on the other ſide, the 
particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Kites 
and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, be- 
ing things in their own nature indiflerent, and al- 
terable, and ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſona- 
ble, that upon weighty and important conſiderat1- 
ons, according to the various exigency of times and 
occafions, ſuch changes and alterations *hovld be 
made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Au- 
thority ſhould from time to time ſeem either ne- 
ceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that 
in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory 
fince the Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and 
{weighty conſiderations Her thereunto moving, 
hath yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome par- 


eiculars, as in their re ve times were thought 
convenient: Yet ſo as that the main Body and 
Eſſentials of it ( as well in the chiefeſt materials, 
28 in the frame and.order thereof ) have fill 
ontinued the ſame unto this day , and do 
et ſtand firm and unſhaken , notwithltanding 
11 the vain attempts and 1mpetuous aflauits 
made 2gainſt it, by ſuch men as are given to 
change, and have always diſcovered a greater re- 
72rd to their own private fancies and intereſts,then 
> that duty they owe tothe Publick. ___ 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous 
Purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though enjoyned 
by the Laws of the Land, thoſe Laws never yer 


known to the world, 
and we are not willing here to remember. But when 
pon his Majeſties happy Reſtauratior it ſeemed 
probable, that,amongtt other things, the uſe of the 

iturgy alſo would return of courſe (the ſame ha- 

ing never been legally aboliſhed unleſs ſome time- 
y means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men who 
ander the 12te uſurped powers had made it a great 
part of their buſineſs to render the people diſaffſeR-

' led)came, during the late unhappy confufions

and interelt concerned (unleſs they would freely 


acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuc 
hen are very hardly brought to do ) with their ut- 
moſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution thereof. 
In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſ- 
d againtt the Book of Common Prayer, the old Ob» 
tions muſtered up , with the addition of ſome 
formerly had been made, to 
: n fine,great importunities 
ere uſed tq His Sacred Majeſty,that the fad Book 
v ight be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein,and 
Iditions thereunto made, as ſhou)d be thought re- 
quiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences : Where 
nto His Majeſty, out of his pious inclination to 
nve ſatisfaQtion (fo far as could be reaſonably ex- 
peQed) to all His Subjects, of what Perſwaſion ſ0- 

er, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In Which Review we have endeavoured to ob- 
rve the like Moderation, 2s we find to have been 
uſed in the like caſe in former times. And therefore 
df the Cay alterations propoſed unto us, we have 
jetted all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſe- 
uence ( as ſecretly ſtriking ac ſome eltabliſhed Do- 
trine, or laudable pratice of the Church of Eng- 
ag, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of 
hrift) or elſe of no conſequence ar all, but utterly

rivolous and vain. But ſuch alterations as yere tens | 


dred to us (by what perſons, under what pretences 
or t0 what purpoſe ſoever (o tendred) as ſeemed to 
us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we have 
willingly, and of our own accord afſented unto : 
Not enforced ſo to do by any eng of Argument, 
convincing us of the neceflity of making the ſaid |- 
Alterations : for we are fully perſwaded in our 
judgments (and we here profeſs ir to the world ) 
that the Book as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, 
doth not contain in it any thing contrary to the 
Word of God,or to ſound DoQrine,or which a godly 
man may not with a good Conſcience uſe and ſub- 
mit unto, or which 1s not fairly defenſible againſt 
any that 1hall oppoſe the ſame; 1fit ſhall be allowed 
ſuch juſt and favourable confirution as in Common 
Equity ought to be allowed to all humane Writings, 
eſpecially ſuch as are (et forth by Authority, and 
even to the very belt Tranſlations of the holy Scri- 
pture it ſelf. Ig 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaki 
was, not to gratifie this or that party in any therr 
unreaſonable demands ; but to do that, which ro 
our beit underitandings we conceived might moſt 
tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the 
Church z the procuring of Reverence, and excitin 
of Picty, and Devotton in the publick Worſhip 0 
God ; and the cutting off occation from them that 
ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarrel againlt the Litur- 
BY of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations 

om the former Book, whether by Alteration, Ad- 
dition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this ge- 
neral account, That moſt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better direQion of them 
that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service 
which 1s chiefly done in the Kalendars and Ru- 
bricks : Or ſecondly, for the more proper exprefling 
of ſome words or. phraſes ot ancient uſage in 
terms more ſutabie to the language of the preſent 
times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other 
words & phraſes, that were either of doubtful fig- 
nification, or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtruttion : 
Or thirdly, for a more perte& rendring of ſuch 
ortions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the 
murey 3 which, in The Epiſtles and Goſpels eſ- 
1ally, 2nd in ſundry other places, are now or- 
ered to be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : 
And that it was thought convenient, that ſome 
Prayers and Thankſgivings fitted ro ſpecial oc- 
caſions, ſhould be added 1n theirdue places ; par- 
ticularly for thoſe ar Sea, together with an Office 
for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years ; which, 
although not ſo neceſſary when the fomer Book 
was compiled, yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, 
through the heenciouſneſs of the late times crept 
in amongſt us, 1s now become neceilary, and may 
be always uſcful for the baptizing of Natives in 
our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith, 
f any man, who ſhall defire a more particular 
account of the ſeveral Alterations in any part of 
the Liturgy, ſhall rake the pains to compare the 
preſent Book with the former ; we doubt not bur 
the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our; 
duties in this weighty aftair, as in the ſight of God, 
and to approve our fincerity therein ( ſo far as lay 
in us ) to the conſciences of all men; although we 
know it impoſlible ( in ſuch variety of apprehenfi- 
ons, humours, and intereſts, as are in the world } 
to pleaſe all ; nor can expe that men of factions, 
peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied 
with any thin, that can be done in this kind 
by any other then themſelves : Vet we have 

ood hope, that what is here preſented, and bat 
n by the Convocations of both Provinces wit 
great diligence examined and approved, will 
alſo well accepted, and approved by all ſober peace 
able, and iruly conſcientious ſons of the Churc

Miniſters, 1n th 
Congregation, thould ( by often reading, and me- 
dication in Gods word ) be ſtirred up ro godlineſs 
themſelves, and be more able to exhore orhers by 
wholſom Dotrine, and to confut= chem thar were 
Adve:ſaries ro the Truth g and further, that the 
People (by dayly h-aring of holy Scripture read 
in the Church ) might continually profic more and 
more in th- knowledge of God, and be the more 
inflam-d with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſtd, this godly and decent 
Order of the anczentFathers hath been ſo altered, 
broken, and negle&ed, by planting in uncertain 
Stories, and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, 
Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemorations and Sy- 
nodals; that commonly, when any Book of the 
Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the reit werz unread. And in this 
ſort the Book of I/atah was begun in Advent, and 
the Book of Genc/is in Septuage/1ma ; but they were 
onely begun, and never read through : Aiter like 
ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 
moreover , Whereas St. Paw! would have ſuch 
language ſpoken to the P<ople in the Church, as 
they might underſtand and have profit by 
hearing the ſame z The Service in this Church of En- 
gland theſe many years, hath been read in Latine to 
the people, which they enderitand not ; ſo that 
they have heard with their ears onely, and their 
heart, (ſpirit and mind have not been edified there- 
by. And furthermore, notwithltanding that the 
ancient Fathers have divided the P/a/7:s into (even 

tions, whereof every one was called a NoQurn : 
ow of late time, a few of them have been daily 
ſaid, and the relt utterly omitted. Moreover, the 
number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, 
and the manifold changings of the Service, was the 
cauſe, that to turn the Book onely was ſo hard and 
intricate 2 matter,that many times there was more 
buſineſs to find out what 1tnould be read, then to 
read it when it was found out. E 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here 
is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the iame ſhall 
be redreiſed. And for a readineſs mn this matter, 
here 38 drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which 
is plain and ecafie robe underſtood ; wherein (fo 
much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture is 
Io ſet forth, that all things-ihall be done in order, 
without breaking one piece from another.
